• Hero would bo a moans of getting 
drivers to stop and crawl out from under 
fti» steeringswheel at least once every 
two misa or ^o. It would be a powerful 
idea III combating highway fatigue. 
'."''Evon without such inducements, driv- 
ers would do well ta malte a point of 
stopping for a "few minutes out of every 
hour. Tho driver who stops his car from 
timo to time between refaelingr stops will 
find he feels better affd-is'less fatigued 
even if tho stop Includes merely getting 
out and walking around tho car. . 

Remember that fatifirae Is a killer and 
the driver who pauses from time to time 
wHl be more alert and more capable of 
dealing with any of tho variety of omer- 
ffencles likely to occur on tho highway. 

* POTATO PROTECTION 
Idahoans visiting other paxts of the 
nation frequently report displays of in- 
ferior potatoes labeled as Idaho spuds. In 
Idaho, there havo been many instances in 
*iiich lower grades, field run or even cull 
potatoes, havo been offered for sale as 
U. S. No. I's. Both practices aro misrep- 
resentations and BCrvo only to hurt the 
Idaho potato industry. 

It's obvious why inferior potatoes are 
offered for sale In other states as Idaho's. 
Down through tho years the Idaholabel 
has become established as a brand of 
superior quality. Idaho potatoes com- 
mand preiiiiym prices on the market. And 
consumers in other regions who do not 
know what an Idaho potato should look 
like are easily mialedJjy tfieldaho label. 

"Tho problem is oho of - long standing 
and to date it has defied solution. Laws 
covering "such offenses are inadequate 
and it's virtually impossible to obtain tho 
necessary evidence. It's one thing to know 
the potato imposters never saw Idaho and 
qxilta another thing to prove it. 
^Bright spots' toward solutions of the 
misrepresentation problem are pointed 
out in the current issue of the Idaho Po- 
tato and Onion News, official publication 
of the potato and onion commission. The 
publication terms tho practice of mis- 
branding other potatoes as Idaho russets 
"as dishonest as counterfeiting of U. S, 
currency." 

Constant vigilance of - the commission 
Is pointfed out as one obvious way to pre- 
vent misbranding. In this respect, the 
commission works through "the state de- 
partment of agriculture to obtain some 
quick results. In the Midwest, efforts are 
being intensified to detect violations by 
.storea.and wholesalers, with legal action 
where indicated.

.Despite the appearance of a great man*/ oo- 
called "new" materiala, wood Is lued In SO per 
cent ot tho nation's homes. But as a result of 
r^eorch,- there's a great deal more to be found 
liTa tree than boards. 

It Is estimated that more than 0,000 different 
products ore mode from forest materials. Wood 
has many hidden faces whleh are yet only por- 
tlolly known. Shredded, cooked and re-formed. It 
13 made bato countless paper products— useful for 
ereryttaluff from handkerchiefs to packaging 
grand ptanoa. It Is treated chemically to produce 
such things as Imitation .leather, alcohol, plastics, 
lacquers, synthetlo rubber, acetic add and glyc- 
erin. 

We're a long way from knowing tlie fuU poten- 
tial of wood. Some 3S per cent f)f the contents 
of a log ia oomposod of a substance called Ilgnln 
—a kind of cement that binds tho cells of a tree 
together. How to use It Is still largely unknown. 

Die forest Industries, through brood use ot 
theh: products, touch erery port of the country. 
The central fact about this Industry Is that It is 
based upon our only renewable natural resource 
—our forests. Timber companies, both largo and 
tmM', are 'vitally ooncen^ with conservntlon 
practices which run tho gamut from fun uUllza- 
tion of the log once It Is cut, to reforestatloa pro- 
grams on the broadest scale.

In hta first year, hos 
bad comparUvely ^ mild time 
of It at homo. The extreme right- 
fingers were his only McCarthy- 
lUtej)roblem. And so for they've 
been Just a petty annoyance. 

But,^yerscas, while he hod no 
KorearTvkr to settle, he had to 
face a situation for more sub- 
tly perilous thoil Elsenhower en-

When tho latter became Presi- 
dent in ID53 the United Utes, 
with Ita hydrogen bomb, was 
sUU the most' powerlul nation. 
The Russians made trouble but 
not enough to risk a war. 
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They didn't have their first 
hydrogen blast imUl August. lDSJ. 
— the lltoe Kennedy mpvicd In 

. i'"Sear,* they not only hnd 
hydrogen bomtts but the missiles 
to deliver them. 

Thus the whole American-Rus- 
sian relationship was different 
for Kennedy. War, dea^i and 
armlhlllatlon now had an Im- 

ledlacy only Imagined .when El- 
senhower took over the IVblte 
Bouse. 

Elsenhower even got a tem- 
porary relief frOEQ' Russian pres' 
sure — wlUt Stalin's death In 
March. lBS3—wheo-the Kremlin 
leaders become more concerned, 
with themselves than with the 
American President. 

It was the opposite ' for Ken- 
nedy, as a result . ot Staling 
death.' By the time he., took ot- 
Premier Khrushch'eV^na 
the new. unchallenged, and ex? 
teremely ■ self-con tldent 



There was another difference, 
too. 

The old.fashloned Stalin, while 
he lived, rolled more on muade 
than he did on propaganda ' or 
pereuaslvcness. He pushed only 
where he thought he had a quick 
chance for gain, as In Korea 
the Berlin blockade. 

So the heat from communism 
was limited for Elsenhower. Its 
real efforts at the time, aside 
from tho IlghUng against the 
French In Indo-Chlna. was con- 
centrated In Korea.

The Initial pilnUnj, done under 
contract bt the govemment 
printlne office with 31 printing 
Ilrms, totals 35 million copies.

The booklet-enUUed "Fallout 
Protection. iWhat to Know and 
Do Afeout Nuclear Attoct."— cx- 
plalnsTn nontechnical lanRuage 
and with the aid of drawlnfis the 
bastes of nuclear weapons effects, 
of fallout and of the types and 
manner of coaitructing and Ilv- 
Inir In community or family fall- 
out phelters. 

For purposes of the dlscuwlon. 
the booklet assumes the use of a 
■weapon of live megatons— thi 
'equivalent of tneins yltlded In 
the explosion of live million ton,i 
of conventional TNT. 

The aim of the booklet Is to 
advise how to survive the radlo- 
actlVB aftermath of nuclear at. 
tackr No hope Is held out for 
those who happen to be within 
the rangfl of the blast, heat and 
Initial radiation of the fusion 
bomb.

They were 
remarkably healthy. They had 
no policeman, or Joll, and didn't 
need either. They spoke English 
softly In phrases that sound like 
tho Old Testament. 
Then, bang went the volcano. 
1 a few awUt and terrlbla ho-^a 
Tristan' da Cunha, which has a 
coastline of 31 miles, ceased tc 
be suitable ler human habita- 
tion. 

The British government as- 
sumed responsibility for the in- 
habitants. The TVlstanlons were 
brought to an abandoned little 
army camp In Surrey, south of 
London. 

Trlstanlans are descendants of 
a -few doughty men and women 
who, beglnulnig In IS17, deliber- 
ately sought to escape from the 
world. Less tluui a dozen of the 
refugees bad ever been away 
from the three little Isiimds of 
tho Titian group, So what ^ey 
are seeing, and experiencing Is 
new and omntlng.
